Mrs. MeCully was & daughiter of the
Iate Robert Catheart, who, in his day,
was a well-known citizen of Columbia,
where she wis horn and reared, and
was 64 years of age. In 1867 she was
married to Capt. MeCully and eanie to
Anderson, where she has ever sineo
made her home. By this union seven
children were horn, four of whom sur-
vive her. In her girlhood she joined
the Presbyterian Chureh, and through-
out her life was o most exemplary mem-
ber. She was of o very quiet, retirved
disposition, and by her many lovely
traits of character made o friend of
every acquaintance. The family have
the sympathy of many friends here and
elsewhere in their sore bercavement.
